TROUBLE IN THE 


Policeman Killed an 


and Everybody Become* Kx- 


elted. Talk of War. 


London, Dec. 29 — The situation 
at 


Johannesburg is most disquieting: ac- 
cording to the latest advices from 
there. The place is seething with dis- 
content, as on the eve of the James 
raid, in consequence of the recent pro- 
posed government measures, which 
the Uitlanders regard 
as 
being a 


fresh series of impositions. In addi- 
tion, tbe racial animosity Is intensi- 
fying at the treatment of the British 
Indian and Cape "bojte," which is 
rousing much bitterness. 


There was a serious development last 


week, -when a Boer policeman murder- 
ed an Englishman named Edgar, en- 
tering the tetter's house and shooting 
him. The policeman was arrested on 
the charge of murder,- but on the fol- 
lowing day the charge was reduced to 
one of manslaughter, and the police- 
man was allowed his liberty on bail. 


The British 
agent demanded the 


restitution of the charge of murder, and 
a mass meeting, which was attended 
by 5000 TJItlanders, was held at Jo- 
hannesburg on Sunday to protest 
against the"rnurder of Edgar and to* 
present to the British consul a strong- 
ly worded petition to the queen, reit- 
erating wrongs of the Uitlanders and 
appealing for protection and such 
other steps as may be found necessary' 
to "terminate the existing intolerable 
state of affairs." 


The petition was presented to the 


consul on the balcony of the consulate, 
the whole multitude signifying their 
assent by uplifting their hands. The 
meeting wat peaceful with the ex- 
ception of a slight affray with the 
police at its conclusion. 


The newspapers publish venemous 


articles on the subject. 
The Boer's 


organ, the Rand Post, yesterday dis- 
cussed the prospect of war with Great 
Britian and advised that on the first 
British act of war, the women and 
children at Johannesburg be given 24 
hours to leave. 


Detail* of Inwnrgent Occupation* 


Manila, Dec. 29 — Details have been 


received of the occupation of Iloilo by 
insurgents. The Americans 
arrived 


there yesterday and found the Span- 
iards retreated to the island of Min- 
danao Saturday according -to agree- 
ment with the insurgents. The latter 
entered Iloilo Monday and occupied 
trenches established by the municipal 
government and placed guards over 
foreign property. The insurgents are 
orderly and quiet, although there was 
some looting in the night. The only 
foreign warship in the harbor was the 
German second class Irene.

Dec. 29— Sixteen hundred 


Spanish troops leftyesterday for Guan 
Bay. Tvo companies of Pennsylvania 
troopa went to Mariel yesterday. Col. 
Seyburn, 202d New York regiment, 
raised the American flag yesterday 
over the municipal building in Mariel, 
made a speech to the Spanish, which 
was interpreted by the Spanish colonel, 
caused 500 rations to be distributed to 
the poor, and the event was celebrated 
by a ball at night. 


No procession or open air assem- 


blages or bands of Cuban sildiers will 
be allowed in Havana during the first 
week in January, The plans of patri- 
otic committees for a dinner to the 
soldiers, including a civic parade and 
five days public demonstration, will 
not be permitted. 


No Cuban soldiers, except as in- 


dividuals, can enter Havana, Should 
Gen. Gomez and an armed following, 
large or small, attempt to reach this 
city he will be turned back. The Amer- 
ican military administration, is de- 
termined not to allow conditions fav- 
orable to the ebullition of violence. 
Gen. John K. Brooke, governor gen- 
eral, is determined that no outrages 
-upon the retiring or remaining Span- 
iards will be allowed to occur and no 
Spanish stores will be sacked if the 
Americans can prevent it.

was last organized, Mr." Walthall of Mis- 
sissippi has died. This makes three va- 
cancies to be filled, •besides that caused 
by the death of Mr. Merrill. All four will 
probably go to Republicans, as the pres- 
enPcommittee stands nine to five in f avoi 
of free silver. That is an extraordinary 
arrangement for even the present sen- 
ate, ana* it would be much more so for 
the next one, where the gold forces will 
hav« a majority of 18. 


If these three places are taken away 


from the silver Democracy and given to 
gold Republicans, thfe committee would 
stand eight to six for the gold standard, 
and even th-at would be a smaller ratio 
than the proportions, of the chamber 
justify. The composition of this com- 
mittee in the past -has been responsible 
for much of the legislation of the aenate 
during its period of free silver control 
Before the campaign o-f 1896 resulted in 
the division of the two parties wholly on 
the financial issue, this committee was 
made up of seven Republicans and seven 
Democrats. These seven Democrats, in 
the present congress, have all been free 
silver men, while two of those classed as 
Republicans, Jones pf Nevada and Wol- 
cott of Colorado, have been on the same 
ei<J«. This has l«ft«nly Morrill, Allison, 
Aldrich, Pla-tt and Burrows to represent 
the gold standard. 


• There will be considerable interest' 
taken in the selectioit.tf a successor to 
Senator Morrill. The governor of Ver- 
mont, upon whom the duty will doubt- 
less fall, has it in his power to make a 
vote either for or against the peace 
treaty. It might happen tBat this one 
vote would turn the scale for this ses- 
sion, although the administration pro- 
fesses complete confidence in its ability 
to secure two-thirds .vote at shost order. 
Without doubt, Mr. Morrill would have 
voted against the treaty. He held out 
against Hawaiian annexation, and his 
record had been consistent throughout 
on this question. 


Senator Chandler will succeed to Sen- 


ator Morrill's desk tn the "senate. 
It 


is in the fflont row, and the position is j 
«uite advantageous.

The death of Senator Morrill leaves 


Allison of Iowa and Jones of Nevada 
the oldest members of the senate in point 
of continuous service. They became 
members of that body in 1S73,- and took 
their oath of office at the special session 
called to confirm the nominations made 
by President Grant at the opening of his 
second term. Mr. Cockrell of Missouri 
Is the only man left of those who- came 
in in 1875. George F. Hoar of Massachu- 
setts and John T. Morgan of Alabama 
became senators in 1877, with the begin- 
ning of th-e Hayes administration, Platt 
of Connecticut and Vest of Missouri en- 
tered the senate in 1879. These seven 
men are the only ones of the 90 who have 
continuously served in the senate since 
a date prior to 1880. Stewart of Nevada, 
Turpie of Indiiatia. and Teller of Colorado 
go back to years before the eighties, but 
their service has been interrupted. Mr. 
Stewart became a member of the sen- 
ate in 1864, when Nevada was admitted 
to statehood, but has served continuous- 
ly only since 1887. Mr. Turpie was elect- 
ed to the senate to fill the unexpircd 
term of Jesse D. Bright, in 1863, but his 
continuous service dates, like that of 
Mr. Stewart, from 1887. Mr. Teller came 
to tlve senate when his state was ad- 
mitted to tbe Union in 1S76. He left tha t 
body, however, to become secretary of 
the interior under President Arthur. 
Considering the reputation which t r e j 
senate has as a land of steady habits, it 
is rather remarkable that so few men 
have a history in that body entendiing 
over 20 years.

In tho unittcr of sports and games the 


Siberian is not eo well off perhaps aa 
tbe American boy ; nevertheless he seems 
to enjoy just as heartily what few be 
bas. 
His snow battles are as spirited, 


bis gymuKstio contests as earnest and 
bis games of chess aa serious. 


He displays almost as much ingennity 


as the American lad in modeling his 
own kites and constructing bis own 
sleds. I have seen even very little fel- 
lows, -without sticiigtb enough to wield a 
hammer or an ax to bnild a Bled, appro- 
priate tbe family washbasin or large 
butter bowl and go coasting down tbe 
hillsides. Hie game of marbles, if such 
it may be ca'led, is quite different from 
our own. 
Instead of marbles tbe atikie 


bones of eheep are used, for all forms 
of pottery are dear in Siberia, while 
ebeep are plentiful. The marbles or 
sheep bones are placsd in a row and 
then shot at from a distance, like a row 
of tenpins. He bas of course his- regular 
game of tenpins, with a tenpin alley 
and rules just like our own. 


Tbe Siberian boys, especially in the 


military schools, are carefully trained 
in calisthenics and gymnastics, and tbe 
cool, exhilarating climate of Siberia 
renders this form of amusement more 
enjoyable than in onr own country. 
It 


is this more than anvtbing else tbat bas 
helped to d< velop tbe brawn and sinflw 
of the Russian army. 
Students of this 


nnivertity pre educated for tbe purpose 
of becoming officers in the Siberian 
army, and they are especially trained 
to withstand Siberian hardships and the 
rigors of its winter climate. Most of 
them are sons of army officers or of 
higher class civilians.

graves and for the immediate ereotion of a ] 
monument. The gravea are not neglected. ; 
No week passes that fresh flowers are not 
strewn over these sepulchers by patriotic 
Americans. 


But the cemeteries in which the poor are 


laid to rest are quite different affairs. For , 
them burial is not a permanent disposal. ' 
In Cuba, as well as in many Spanish 
American republics, burial and disinter- 
nicnt go OB just as they have for centuries 
past. 


The system dates back to the earliest 


times in things Cuban and Spanish Amer- 
ican. The boredas, or niches, are built in 
•tone masonry. 
Generally the boredai 


have three tiers of niches, one above an- 
other, the top being finished in stone and 
plaster. As one stands facing a section 
they look like the entrances to a baker's 
oven. ID some cemeteries they occupy two , 
sides of the Canipo Santo, or Holy Field, 
i 


In other oasea, near large and populous ! 
cities, they form a quadrangle, the outer 
walls of which are of solid masonry. 
They have a main entrance, through which 
the funeral enters. They also have a rear I 
gateway, generally facing a Held. 
I 


Tbe first effect on entering one of them ' 


is weird. The nnwcomer is in a city of 
the dead—on the flat system. Each niohe 
is large enough to hold tbe coffin of an 
adult. The day of the funeral arrives, and 
, 


the coffin is taken from the hearse and I 
borne by the attendants of tbe ceiuetery to 
> 


the niche selected. It is pushed in feet 
foremost, and the entrance is closed cither 
by plain masonry or by a marble slab fit- i 
ting the end of the niche. The latter is 
generally inscribed to Fulono de Tal, with 
"DeEcauEoz en paz," or ''Requiescat en 
pace," some preferring Spanish, others 
Latin. 


This system is peculiar to the church of 


Rome in Cuba and in Spanish America. 
The majority of burials is temporary. The 
rental paid for each has to be for one year 
and in advance. "Descansezen paz" (Best 
in peaoe) ia the utterance of friends and 
relatives. 


Resting in peace depends upon the af- 


fection and willingness of the dead per- 
son' s friends to pay another year's rent, 
also in advance. 
\ 


The cemeteries generally are managed by 


some church or some conceEslonario. 
Trusts of all kinds are old time Spanish 
inventions. The year expires, nnd there is 
no Spanish manana, or tomorrow, about 
rentals. They are adjusted on strict An- 
glo-Saxon principles. The rent not being 
renewed, Fulano or Fulana de Tal is 
evicted. Tho early day evictions arn Span- 
ish and not Irish. The coffin is uncere- 
moniously taken out through thp ever use- 
ful back door and dumped without the 
Campo Santo. 


This practice of wholsesnle and constant 


disinterment is a menace to the living, of 
course. In tlm tropics many die of con- 
sumption, while many of the lower classes 
—strangers—die of yellow fever. Others 
I 


die of smallpox 
Tho removal of the re- 


mains of such may mean the liberation of 
millions of germs to start in a now and 
death dealing rale. This is one of the cus- 
toms which will speedily be abolished un- 
der the American rue, and it cannot be 
<tone iway with too quickly.

ICE CBTTSHtSG FERRYBOAT AT WORK. 


ed in. The real cold weather will com* 
later in January. 
There are sure to be 


many noble encounters'of steel and ioe 
wall, repeated attempts of giant Ice crush- 
ers attached to great lake boat* against 
floes and windrows, and the tedious trials 
to force passage through field* af frigid 
bine. 


The prow of one of these lea omiheri U 


made something on the lines of an im- 
mense stool flat. The ferry boat goes ahead 
under full steam and tackles thq ioe guards. 
It heaves up on top of the obstruction and 
then the iron fist comes down on the lop 
with a blow harder than the fabled V r 
can ever gave. The Ice, no matter whaj 
tbe thickness, oaves—that is the word. 
After that tremendous oatapultio on- 
slaught the 10 feet of frigidity cracks 
humbly before tbe prow of the persistent 
monster. 


The problems of Ioe navigation do not 


stop with the strait of Maoktaac, how- 
ever. For three year* the Toledo and Ann 
Arbor Bailroad company baa been trying 
to solve the question of winter navigation 
•cross Green bay, really a part of Lake 
Michigan. Two years ago the Ann Arbor 
ferries ran until the last of December into 
Marinette and Menominee. To accomplish 
thia on a number of occasions fields of 
ioe 20 miles in breadth were combated 
and overcome. The heavy ferries crushed 
into the ioe, when not over five feet in 
thickness, and overcame it in tbe same 
manner as the giants of the strait do in 
January and February. 


But the battle bagan to favor Jack 


Frost, and the railroad company decided 
to run as long as possible to Marinette 
and Menominee, but not to risk too much 
In the middle of winter. Tbe boats have 
run from Frankfort' to Menominee with 
no difficulty to the middle of December 
and when the season is backward into the 
fore part of January. Tb« Ann Arbor 
company is to make a new trial this year.

With this in mind the managers of the 


line have asked the ninth lighthouse dis- 


I triot establishment to keep various lights 


I along the routeAf the boats in operation 


throughout the winter. They have bean 
granted this request, and lights on Cham- 
bers island, Groan island and at Sherwood 
point will be twinkling their warning and 
showing a friendly glare through snow- 
storms and blizzards. Sherwood point's 
light will shine on the Ann Arbor ferries 
jnst after they leave Stnrgaon bay canal 
and enter Green bay. Midway between 
Marinette <and Sturgeon bay the boats 
will see tbo light OB Grern Island. Cham- 
bers island is to the Bortheaat of the Me- 
nominee harbor. 


That thn Ann Arbor company may take 


a notable achievement of this winter's 
effort to navigate Green bay is quite prob- 
able through the construction of a new 
boat recently launched. The Globe Iron 
Works company of Cleveland have put out 
a ferry steamer that a layman would deem 
able M plow into the toughest collection 
of winurowa. It is 870 feet long and 59 
feet beam. It is of steel, and Its bow has 
been papeoinlly strengthened for working 
In the ice. It has twin screws sod will be 
capable of high speed. Its cost Is said to 
have been $185,000. 


With this new machine the Green bay 


Ice problem may be overcome, and if it is 
tho winter of 1898-9 will bo notable enough 
to mariners and to the commercial inter- 
ests of the northwest without any other 
victory.

Blarttn H. Glynn of Albany "Will Have 


That Distinction. 


Among tho new members of the Fifty- 


sixth congress is Martin H. Glynn, a 
young lawyer and newspaper man, who 
rej resents the Twentieth district of New 
York state He v?i!l be the youngest mem- 
ber of the next bouse of representatives. 
Although only four years out of college 
Mr. Glynn is a member of tha Albany 
county bnr and the managing editor of 
the Albany Times-Union. He ia a self 
made man and bas worked his way up in 
tbe world. 


Born in the Democratic town of Kin- 


derhook, N. V., within tbe shadow of the 
old homo of .Vlartin Van Buren and only 
a few miles away from the natal place of 
Samuol .1. Tilden, it is but natural that 
Mr, Glynn should be a Democrat of the 
Tilden and Van Buren type. His earl 
days were spent on a farm and In tbe pu' 
lie schools of his native town. After con 
pleting his studies at tbe public schools 
Mr. Glynn worked as an accountant by 
day and studied the classics by night until 
he bad acquired the means and erudition 
requisite for admission to college.

A man born in 1805 lived nearly b 


whole life on an east side street ai. 
moved only a few j^onths before h 
death to a town in New Jersey. Dnrit 
his life as a prosperous business man b 
had not spent a year away from tl 
block on which he was born. There L 
reared bis family, aud in that neigbbo: 
hood he might reasonably have bee 
thought to have made many acquaint 
ances, bnt quite tbe reverse was foum 
to be the case after^his death. One ma 
who had lived for half a centnry on thi 
same block had never beard bis name 
aud another who was nearly as old n 
resident had no more knowledge of him, 
bnt neither of these,men had ever bear' 
of tbe other. So their ignorance of tbi 
first old resident was not a reflection oi 
him. It could not have been, as he wa- 
well established iu business aud a moei 
admirable member.of tbe community. 
"Snch a thing could have happened 
only in New York," said a southerner 
who was commenting on the case, "and 
EO characteristie of city life ie more 
surprising ta persons who move here 
from other cities. The ignorance of New 
Yorkers about their neighbors and their 
titter indifference to tbe names, occupa- 
tions or positions of tbe persons who live 
next to them are sources of wonder to 
persons who move here. In other citift 
if their next door neighbors are not 
their friends they are likely to be then 
enemies, bat in any case they areknowr 
to them. Persons who come hereto livt 
from ether towns lenrn very promptly 
if their advances are friendly, that Nev, 
Yorkers are not only pa^gively bnt ac 
lively opposed to any lanriliarity witL 
their neighbors. So they soon follow 
tbe metropolitan fashion and leave the 
people about them entirely alone, but 
they never cease to be surprised over 
such a cnrions state of affairs." 


A Patent Flea Catcher. 


There was one ambiguous exhibit at 


tbe dog show which caught tbe visitor's 
eye first upon entering. It had the post 
of honor in 'he lobby next the automat- 
ic banjo, without which latter attrac- 
tion no well regulated exhibition now- 
adays is complete. This was a counter 
piled high with boxes and nickel plated 
contrivances with handles, tbe exhibit 
labeled "It Catches Fleas 1" The sign 
was startling. Upon investigation it 
looked as though theoretically it ought 
to catch 'em, bnt any one who has ever 
tried to catch a flea on theory knows 
that a theoretically sound proposition is 
not always capable of demonstration. 
Most unfortunately tbe management 
peremptorily refused to allow practical 
illustrations to be given on the spot. 
Questioned as to what was done with 
the fleas if tbe machine caught any, the 
man suggested boiling them. He said 
that was one of tbe only two ways to 
discourage a flea. The other process WBE 
painstaking aud laborious and with a 
large batch of victims a bit tedious. 


That was one of the great advantages 


of his maohiue. It made tbe boiling 
process practicable. It was impossible, 
he explained, to pour upon a dog water 
hot enough to kill the fleas without also 
killing tbednx. Tbe temperature of wa- 
ter usually npplied did not kill them. It 
only "stunted" them for a couple of 
minutes. It appeared from the circular 
that tbe ma-bine was intended to act 
as well npoo cats as upon dogs. -

RogucE, as a role, get on because they 
are shrewder obeeivers tban tbe people 
they cbeat. This article, among other 
things, gives tbe honest man tbe power 
of protecting himself. 


There are dozens of little signs which, 


do yon but know tbem, give yon tbe key 
to a man's thoughts and betray him 
without his being aware of it. This pa- 
per is the Isgt paper in the world to as- 
sist tbe private detective mania or en- 
courage matted Kispicion of deceit, but 
a clear Comprehension of the real sig- 
nificance of these face signals will, be- 
sides making people's observations of 
use to tbeni, lead to A better under- 
standing all roaud. 


Most of these muscular actions by 


•which—to tfae skilled tacial reader that 
is—we give ourselves a way are involun- 
tary, and boiue their value. Supposing, 
for instance, you are telling something 
to a man -«'sa can keep hie countenance 
and yon wairt to find out whether ha 
hires your newt er not. In the ordinary 
•way, if be toa sufficient self control to 
look placid yon would be hard put to 
discover it; bnt if ycru know where 
to look for it ho cannot, even if he has 
a face of brass, hide the sign you ara 
wanting. 


There are certain muscles which Dar- 


win called the "grief muscles," for the 
reason that when any one heara infor- 
mation bo dbeen't oare about thesa 
muscles act instantly and without the 
parson knevtog'ife. 


These mastlee are connected with tbe 


eyebrows, wad in « case like that above 
it la the «y»trrt»wt yon most watch, for, 
if yonr information be unwelcome, the 
Inside ends will for an instant arch 
acutely npvcard and a Blight wrinkle 
coma across tbe brow. Then, though 
the rest of the face be wreathed in 
smiles, yon mny disregard these and 
feel certain rau have "got borne." Tbe 
action fa BO Involuntary that it often 
Moapes observation, end even those 
who notice ft fcrtqtieatly take it as b»- 
ing indicative of pleasant surprise. 


The tedtviAttfttewbo invariably smile 


when yt>u epeak to them are a difficult 
class to read, bnt there is none the less 
a way of doing It The man who smiles 
ont cf para good nature and because be 
in pleassd always does it more with hia 
eyes tban bis lips, bnt the smile yon 
must never trust is that of tbe man 
whose lip goes np for a moment and 
shows yon th« pointed end of bis canine 
tooth. 


Watch him in » rage and you will 


see precisely the same movement The 
fact that he does it when smiling shows 
infallibly malevolence, cloaked by de- 
oeit 


A good many people seem to think 


that there is a difficulty in finding a sly 
person before the mischief he does dis- 
closes his character. As a matter of fact 
it is absurdly easy. You have only to 
watch him for ten minutes and he will 
give himself a-way. 


Tbe ely person ia always trying to 


see something without being supposed 
to see it. When that something is out- 
side bis visual field, be has to move his 
eyes instead of his head. Any aan's 
eyes therefore that you eee very much 
drawn to one side, say twice in five 
minutes, is sly, and you wonld do well 
to mistrust him. 


The old trick of making a man yon 


suspect look you "straight in the eyes" 
while yon glare into his has more in it 
than people think.

Rumored Order on ihe Consolidated 


Railroad Causes Much Surprise. 


A new rule is to be promulgated by 


the officials of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, to go in- 
to effect on the lirst day of January. It 
is to the effect that the employes of the 
road shall not smoke or chew tobacco 
on the property of the road while they 
are on duty. 


The order, which will be issued In a 


few days, will affect all tne engineers, 
firemen, 
conductors, brakemen 
and 


station masters; in fact, all the men 
who are working for the company. 


This rule is the latest 
of several 


which has been put in force during 
the past few months, one of which was 
that the conductors and brakemeu 
wliiie on duty should wear black shoes, 
back ties and keep 
their uniforms 


closely buttoned and in good order. 


The latest order will probably not be 


kindly recpivpd by the men in thf iso- 
lated stations of the road, who have 
be MI accustomed in their idle moments 
to enjoy their pipes or chew, when 
they will have to forego after New 
Years day. 


The 
rules 
it 
is said 
were 
in- 


augurated by General Manager Cham- 
berlin, and many of the employes who 
have for years been inveterate users of 
the weed think it rather hard to be cut 
off 
from their customary smoke or 


chew. It is also said that Mr Chamber- 
lain himself is a great smoker, and it 
is wonder?d if he intends to comply 
with the rule and swear off January 1. 
An old engineer remarked on reading 
the above, that he has smoked so long 
while on duty that he did not think he 
could run an engine without his old 
pipe in his mouth.

men, intending to arrest all those who 
could not produce certifies tea of regis- 
tration aa required by the Chinese ex- 
clusion act of 1S92. 
With a police in- 


spector he captured six of the celestials, 
one of whom was later released. 
The 


other five will be taken to Boston to be 
tried before a United States judge. In- 
spector Izart of New York will take the 
prisoners out of the city. 
They will be 


charged with illegally living in this 
country, the penalty being one year's 
imprisonment at hard labor, followed by 
deportation to the old country.
